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Century issues WARN notice to employees; 
continues to negotiate with Big Rivers 


Southwire may 
lose contract 
with Century

On Tuesday morning 
Century Aluminum pro¬ 
vided a WARN notice to its 
employees that it may shut 
the plant down on August 
20, 2013. In addition, Cen¬ 
tury notified Southwire 
Rod and Cable that may 
stop shipping molten metal 
to the plant by August 20 if 
it does not reach an agree¬ 
ment with Big Rivers on 
power rates. Century pro¬ 
vided these notices to meet 
contractual obligations on

A series of brush fires 
Wednesday, April 10, kept 
local fire departments quite 
busy. Hancock County 
Emergency Services Di¬ 
rector Rick Montague said 
it made for a long day for 
area firefighters. 

Three fires broke out 
shortly after noon on 
Wednesday. The first fire 
started on state Route 69, 
near South Hancock El¬ 
ementary, the second one 
started on Oak Road and 
the last one on state Route 
144 near Patesville. Crews 
quickly converged on the 
fire on state Route 69. 
South Hancock Fire De¬ 
partment responded to the 
call. 

“Before Pellville (South 
Hancock) cleared that one, 
the fire on Oak Road came 
in,” Montague said. “Be¬ 
fore we cleared that fire, 
the one on state Route 144 
came in.” 

The fires on state Route 
69 and Oak Road did not 
cause much damage, and 
burned only a small area of 
ground. The fire in 
Patesville raged for quite 
some time. 

“The fire burned 62 
acres,” Montague said. 
‘There was a lot of damage 
to the woods.” 

It took crews from four 
area fire departments and 
the Division of Forestry to 
extinguish the fire on state 


the potential closing of the 
plant, and does not repre¬ 
sent a final decision on the 
fate of the Hawesville 
smelter. 

“Hawesville is an excel¬ 
lent plant with a dedicated 
and highly skilled 
workforce and a world 
class customer base,” 
Michael Bless, President 
and Chief Executive Of¬ 
ficer of Century said in a 
press release. “We deeply 
regret the need to issue 
these notices at this time, 
and understand the uncer¬ 
tainty this action will cause 
our valued employees, our 
local communities and our 
long-standing partners at 
Southwire. 


Route 144. Montague said 
locally Dukes, South Han¬ 
cock, and Hawesville re¬ 
sponded to the blaze, as 
well as crews from 
Fordsville in Ohio County. 

Montague said the 
county and the Division of 
Forestry brought in heavy 
equipment to help create a 
break-fire line to contain 
the blaze. The county sent 
a bulldozer and a backhoe, 
and the Division of For¬ 
estry also sent a bulldozer. 

Contrary to the rumors 
floating around about the 
fires, they are not con¬ 
nected. Montague said re¬ 
ports described a white car 
seen in the area of the 
Patesville fire. Authorities 
investigated this informa¬ 
tion, and found it to be 
baseless. He said the cause 
of this particular fire re¬ 
mains under investigation. 

Montague said officials 
do not know what sparked 
the fire on state Route 69, 
but does not think it was in¬ 
tentionally set. He said the 
fire on Oak Road probably 
started due to prior burn¬ 
ing. He said the landowner 
in the area burned items 
the day before. 

“Apparently there was a 
hot spot remaining,” 
Montague said. 

It took roughly 60 fire¬ 
fighters to battle the blazes. 
Crews finished battling the 
fires by 5:30 p.m. No one 
suffered injury in the fires. 


“We remain resolved to 
finding a solution that will 
support the plant’s continu¬ 
ing operations, and are dis¬ 
cussing with the power pro¬ 
vider an arrangement that 
we firmly believe will have 
no impact on any other 
ratepayer in the state, today 
or in the future. That said, 
time is running short and, 
without a prompt agree¬ 
ment, we will call upon the 
elected leaders of the Com¬ 
monwealth to intervene 
with a solution to avoid the 
catastrophic economic im¬ 
pact a plant closure would 
have on countless commu¬ 
nities in western Kentucky 

“During these difficult 
times, our people remain 
dedicated to operating the 
plant safely and efficiently. 
These efforts, coupled with 
a market-based power 
price, will provide the basis 
for Hawesville to operate 
for many years to come.” 

The issuing of these no¬ 
tices does not end the talks 
between Century and Big 
Rivers concerning this is¬ 
sue. Both sides continue to 
negotiate to reach a deal.

State outlines 
burning laws 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) 
The Kentucky Division for 
Air Quality is reminding 
state residents who are 
starting spring cleanup 
projects that there are re¬ 
strictions to outdoor burn¬ 
ing. 

Director John Lyons 
says burning trash is illegal 
in the state, though many 
residents don’t realize that. 
And fines for illegal burn¬ 
ing can go as high as 
$25,000 per day per viola¬ 
tion. 

State law prohibits the 
burning of many materials 
including plastic, tires, 
cans, coated wire, carpet¬ 
ing and food. 

It’s also illegal to burn 
trailers, buildings, and con¬ 
struction and demolition 
debris such as shingles, 
drywall and insulation. 

Some open burning in 
Kentucky is permitted. For 
instance, campfires, fires 
for cooking and fires to dis¬ 
pose of tree limbs are al¬ 
lowed in most counties.

The local Century Alu¬ 
minum smelter plays a vi¬ 
tal role in the defense in¬ 
dustry in the United States. 
Century is the only alumi¬ 
num smelter in the county 
to make extremely high 
purity aluminum, a com¬ 
modity critical in the manu¬ 
facture of jet fighters, tanks 
and a myriad of other im¬ 
portant weapons systems. 

If the local plant closes, 
this country loses its abil¬ 
ity to manufacture this im¬ 
portant component. Only 
two other plants in the 
world make the high purity 
aluminum needed by the 
defense industry, and both

are located in the highly 
volatile Middle East. 

The aluminum industry 
moved to Kentucky in the 
mid-1960s, and today the 
state is the epicenter of the 
aluminum industry in this 
country. Today approxi¬ 
mately nine smelters re¬ 
main in operation in this 
country, and three of them 
sit in this area. In addition 
to Century Aluminum’s 
Hawesville plant, the Rio 
Tinto Alcan plant sits near 
Henderson, KY, and Alcoa 
sits outside of Newburgh, 
Ind. 

The aluminum industry 
helped transform Hancock

Tests on the 
aluminum at that time 
showed that the test batch 
contained almost no impu¬ 
rities. The local plant pro¬ 
duced high purity alumi¬ 
num from the first day of 
operation.

melting it increases 
Southwire’s cost signifi¬ 
cantly. 

Century and Big Rivers 
continue to discuss ways 
for the smelter to receive 
power via the open market. 
Currently Century pays 
just under $50 per mega¬ 
watt hour for power, with it 
projected to approach $50 
per MwH by 2015. Power 
on the open market trades 
for about $35 per MwH, a 
price that allows Century to 
remain competitive. 

“The Hawesville 
smelter is globally competi¬ 
tive with all other smelters 
in the world except with 
power,” Jason Curry, 
Century’s local Human Re¬ 
sources Manager, said. “If 
we can get a solution to 
power we can continue to 
operate long term. We are 
going to do everything we 
can to keep this plant oper¬ 
ating.” 

Century’s plant man¬ 
ager Sean Byrne said the 
company definitely hopes 
to reach a solution that al¬ 
lows the company to access 
the open market. He said in 
that situation, the company 
needs to pay Big Rivers 
transmission costs to ac¬ 
cess market power, an esti¬ 
mated $8 million to $10 
million. 

“I want folks to know we 
are not giving up and are 
trying hard (to find a solu¬ 
tion),” Byrne said. 

Byrne said he hopes 
that Kentucky Governor 
Steven Beshear takes an 
active role in the discus¬ 
sions. He said Beshear 
promised to not let the jobs 
disappear on his watch. 

“We would like to see 
him get involved and do 
what he said,” Byrne said. 

Marty Littrel, Big Riv¬ 


ers Communications and 
Community Relations Man¬ 
ager, said the company re¬ 
mains committed to finding 
a solution to allow Century 
to remain open. He said the 
power termination notice 
Century gave Big Rivers 
last August created time 
constraints in regards to 
reaching an agreement and 
getting it approved by the 
Kentucky Public Service 
Commission. 

Littrel said if the two 
sides do reach an agree¬ 
ment, there needs to be 
enough time left to craft a 
case and submit it to the 
PSC. He said the PSC 
needs at least one month to 
review the case, and a few 
weeks to consider the case 
before rendering a deci¬ 
sion. He said the two sides 
really need to reach an 
agreement by mid-to-late 
May to meet the time 
frame. The law prevents 
Big Rivers from providing 
power to Century past the 
August 20, 2013 deadline. 

“We definitely want to 
come up with a solution 
that is equitable, helps 
maintain those jobs and 
keeps Century around,” 
Littrel said. “We have never 
opposed that, ever. We can¬ 
not ask the remaining cus¬ 
tomers to subsidize them 
either.” 

Littrel said no matter if 
Century stays open or if it 
closes, the remaining cus¬ 
tomers receive a rate in¬ 
crease. He said the rate in¬ 
crease is the same regard¬ 
less of Century’s final fate. 
He said no matter what 
happens, Big Rivers loses. 
He said Big Rivers agreed 
to the possibility of Cen¬ 
tury going to open market 
for power in an effort to 
save the company and the 
roughly 700 jobs. 

‘We do care about the 
community,” Littrel said. 
“We do care about Century 
and the jobs.”

Hancock County Sheriff 
Dale Bozarth said he went 
to investigate several 
times, but cannot find the 
herd’s owner. Bozarth said 
he suspects either the 
owner does not want to 
come forward because of 
fear of liability, if someone 
hit an animal with a vehicle, 
or because the owner does 
not live in the county and 
comes up on weekends to 
care for them. Bozarth said 
in that case, the person 
may not know the cows are 
out and about. 

Bozarth said he plans to 
go to the area again and 
contact residents in the 
area to discover who owns 
the animals. He said a pos¬ 
sibility exists that the cows 
may be from Ohio County, 
and that they followed a 
creek into Hancock 
County.

Gibson & Son Funeral Home 
was in charge of arrangements. Online 
condolences can be left for Oliver’s fam¬ 
ily at www.gibsonandsonfh.com. 
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The Hancock County Historical Society named Bayard (Bud) Walters at its 2013 Histo¬ 
rian of the Year. Walters brought the first radio station (WKCM) to Hancock County 
in 1972. At the awards ceremony the historical society presented Walters with a little 
bit of history. In 1976 a tornado knocked down the original radio tower to WKCM, and 
Martin-Marietta (now Aleris) came to the aid of the station by bringing in equipment 
to help clear the debris. To express thanks, Walters took a part of the original tower, 
mounted a plaque on it and gave it to the company as a token of appreciation. Thirty- 
seven years later the historical society located the item and presented it to Walters.

Fire at Aleris 
frays nerves, 
causes little 
damage

Quick action by the in- 
house fire brigade at Aleris 
International’s Lewisport 
facility prevented a serious 
fire Sunday evening. At this 
time the fire remains under 
investigation, Aleris Vice 
President of Communica¬ 
tions Shannon Bennett 
said. 

“One of the forklifts in¬ 
side our Lewisport plant 
caught fire,” Bennett said. 

She said at the time the 
diesel powered forklift was 
parked inside the cast 
house when it started to 
burn. The blaze damaged 
the ceiling panels above the 
forklift, but the in-house 
fire brigade sprang into ac¬ 
tion and doused the blaze 
before it caused more seri¬ 
ous damage. 


‘There were no people 
nearby when the fire oc¬ 
curred,” Bennett said. 

When the blaze started, 
plant officials immediately 
notified the Lewisport and 
Hawesville Fire Depart¬ 
ments of the fire, and asked 
them to go to standby sta¬ 
tus in case the fire spread 


beyond the in-house 
brigade’s ability to extin¬ 
guish it. The fire depart¬ 
ments did not need to re¬ 
spond to the blaze. 

“No one was hurt in the 
fire,” Bennett said. 

At this time, officials do 
not know what made the 
forklift catch fire.

Headlines of 
the past 


50 years ago 

Fifty years ago geologists conducted several ground bor¬ 
ings on the property proposed for the Harvey Aluminum 
mill east of Lewisport. The purpose of the borings was to 
test the condition of the soil to ensure a solid foundation for 
the factory. Fifty years later, a large aluminum rolling mill 
sits on the property. The plant started life as Harvey Alumi¬ 
num, and in the 1970s Martin-Marietta purchased the plant. 
In the 1980s Commonwealth Aluminum bought the facility. 
Several years ago a merger between Commonwealth and 
another company created Aleris International. The 
Lewisport plant now goes by the name of Aleris Rolled Prod¬ 
ucts. 

25 years ago 

Twenty-five years ago a freak accident at the Midwest 
Culvert plant under construction outside of Lewisport killed 
a man. Wendell Rogers Foster, a metal fabricator, was help¬ 
ing his brother, Ron Foster owner of the plant, construct 
the large iron storage units for the culverts. They were set¬ 
ting sections of the storage units in place, and welding them 
together. The brothers just finished setting a section in place, 
and Wendell climbed inside the structure to weld the units 
together as his brother moved the truck away. The chain 
used to sit the unit in place snagged on the section, which 
tipped it over. Wendell lost his footing and fell, and struck 
his head on a piece of iron as he fell. The blow caused a fatal 
head injury. 

10 years ago 

Ten years ago an Owensboro woman suffered minor in¬ 
juries in an accident on Town Hill in Hawesville. Linda 
Horton was headed up Town Hill in a Chevrolet Cavalier, 
and somehow crossed the center line. Her vehicle struck a 
Chevrolet Corsica almost head-on. The occupants of the 
Corsica did not suffer injury. Hancock County Emergency 
Services provided first aid, and an ambulance transported 
Mrs. Horton to Owensboro Medical Health Systems for 
treatment of her injuries.

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Symptoms of 
a sick society! 


On Dec. 14, 2012, the 
unspeakable happened 
once again in our country. 
On this date, a young man 
who was armed to the teeth 
entered the Sandy Hook El- 
ementary School in 
Newtown, Conn., and 
opened fire on everything 
that moved. When it was 
over, 20 precious children 
and six faculty members 
were dead, and the gun¬ 
man turned a gun on him¬ 
self ending the rampage. 
These events have been 
documented thousands of 
times and the constant 
news coverage for the next 
several weeks left more 
questions than answers. 

Like most Americans, I 
watched the following 
news accounts intently and 
with deep sadness like any 
parent or grandparent who 
was grateful that this did 
not happen to our own chil¬ 
dren. In our culture today, 
we realize that it could have 
been us. What I would like 
to invite you to think about 
today is the 24-hour com¬ 
ments and discussions that 
followed by those in the 
media, political leaders and 
all the pundits who at¬ 
tempted to explain why it 
happened, and to point fin¬ 
gers on those who were 
deemed guilty. For the gun- 
control advocates, this 
event was like throwing gas 
on an open fire. Others 
blamed Hollywood and the 
producers of violent video 
games, movies and televi¬ 
sion programs. And then

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there were those who 
pointed to mental health is- 
sues. I would add the 
breakdown of the family 
and sexual perversion, 
which are also a part of the 
problem. 

From my perspective, 
most of those in authority 
missed the real reason for 
this tragic event and most 
of the other tragedies that 
have taken place in the past 
20 to 30 years. Some 
nibbled around the edges 
but none I heard said these 
were only “symptoms” of a 
sick society, and the much 
deeper root problem — the 
breakdown of our culture 
because we have removed 
God from the mainstream 
of American life. While I 
have said this before, I still 
believe it’s still true. We did 
not have this when I was 
growing up in the 1950s, 
when parents were still in 
control of their children 
and most took them to 
church and Sunday school 
on a regular basis. 

A couple of days after 
the shootings, leaders in 
the community of 
Newtown held an interde¬ 


nominational prayer meet¬ 
ing at the Newtown High 
School. I might add that 
this is a public school. To 
his credit, during the 
prayer service President 
Obama quoted the words 
of Jesus, and others read 
scripture from the Bible. 
However, this was in inter¬ 
denominational prayer ser¬ 
vice and religious leaders 
from all faiths were part of 
the program, which is the 
way it should be. 

Here is the point of my 
column, and you certainly 
have the right to disagree 
- Until we, as a nation, put 
God back on the throne in 
our homes and in our lives, 
we will continue down the 
same path that has brought 
us to this point in time. Our 
children deserve more. 

Here is my recommen¬ 
dation. We took the Ten 
Commandments down 
from the walls of court¬ 
houses, schools and other 
public places. We took 
prayer and the Pledge of 
Allegiance from class¬ 
rooms, sporting events and 
important meetings.

Sheriff: Teens 
confess to 
shooting cattle 

PINEVILLE, Ky. (AP) A 
south-eastern Kentucky 
sheriff says two teenagers 
charged with shooting sev¬ 
eral cows told him they 
committed the acts because 
they were bored. 

Bell County Sheriff 
Bruce Bennett told WYMT- 
TV that the juveniles con¬ 
fessed to shooting 24 cows 
over a three-day period last 
month. The livestock be¬ 
longed to four local farmers. 

He said the boys con¬ 
fessed during questioning 
and described how they 
rode out into the farm pas¬ 
tures on an all-terrain ve¬ 
hicle. 

“One of the brothers 
would operate the four- 
wheeler and the other 
would ride on the back and 
shoot the animals,” said 
Bennett. 

Bennett says the teens 
face two felony charges and 
several misdemeanors. 

“When I asked point 
blank why would you do 
such a horrendous act, 
these are big gentle ani¬ 
mals, harmed nobody, and 
they said we just didn’t have 
anything else to do that 
day,” said Sheriff Bennett. 

Tips from the commu¬ 
nity led to the arrests after 
the farmers put up a $1,500 
reward for information. 

Farmer Carroll Gibbons 
said he is pleased that an ar¬ 
rest was made in the case. 

“I think the punishment 
ought to be appropriate for 
the crime. I’d like to see 
these boys’ lives made bet¬ 
ter by knowing this is 
wrong,” said Gibbons.

What is your dream job? 
That’s not to say there is any¬ 
thing wrong with what you 
do for a living, or where you 
work. However, most people 
know a job they really, really 
want, something that would 
be hard to believe you were 
actually getting paid to do. 
Here is mine: “Being a part 
of aT.V. broadcast team trav¬ 
eling the nation covering 
major basketball games.

Life has its unex¬ 
pected twists and turns. 
Only God knows the future 
and we are often blinded by 
events when it happens-dis- 
appointment is the result. 

In 1 Peter 5:6-7, we read 
“therefore humble yourself 
under the mighty hand of 
God, that He may exalt you 
in due time, casting all your 
cares upon Him, for He 
cares for you.”

Sometimes, not al¬ 
ways, but sometimes I con¬ 
tribute to my failure and dis¬ 
appointment. My flaws must 
be acknowledged and dealt 
with honestly. There is al¬ 
ways room for personal 
growth and improvement. 

One final truth for us to 
consider when things don’t 
work out as we wish and that 
is to trust God’s sovereignty. 
He knows all, sees all and is 
wearing out His purpose and 
plan. The important thing is 
to keep praying and to walk 
with Him no matter what.

Senior Medicare 
Patrol program 
seeks volunteers 

The Senior Medicare Pa¬ 
trol (SMP) program is seek¬ 
ing to recruit volunteers in 
Daviess, Hancock, 

Henderson, McLean, Ohio, 
Union, and Webster counties 
to help Medicare beneficia¬ 
ries avoid, detect, and pre¬ 
vent health care fraud. 

SMP volunteers teach 
beneficiaries how to protect 
their personal information, 
identify and report errors on 
healthcare statements, rec¬ 
ognize scams (like illegal 
marketing, providing unnec¬ 
essary services, and charg¬ 
ing for services that were not 
provided), and how to report 
medical fraud and abuse. 

“Medicare paperwork 
can often be overwhelming,” 
said Tina Mattingly, GRADE) 
SMP coordinator. “Our goal 
is to educate beneficiaries 
and caregivers so they can 
better understand Explana¬ 
tion of Benefits (EOB) and 
Medicare Summary Notices 
(MSN).” 

Extensive free training 
will be provided for 25 new 
volunteers, who will be 
equipped to provide assis¬ 
tance to at least 1,000 seniors 
across the region. 

SMP representatives are 
also available to make pre¬ 
sentations to area groups 
and organizations who 
would like to educate their 
members, said Mattingly. 

The U.S. Department of 
Justice estimates that Medi¬ 
care fraud costs taxpayers 
$60 to $90 billion annually, 


she feels a special connec¬ 
tion to Keller. 

“We have something in 
common,” Caldwell said. 
“We are both blind.” 

Connor Szefi played 
George Washington. He said 
as a young boy he helped his 
family on their farm, and 
later in life led the American 
troops during the War for In¬ 
dependence. 

“He was famous for being 
the first president,” Szefi 
said. “He died in 1799.” 

Szefi said he liked learn¬ 
ing about Washington be¬ 
cause he likes learning 
about presidents, and that he 


wants to be president some 
day.” 

Mason Dixon studied 
Chief Sitting Bull of the 
Lakota Sioux. He talked in 
the first person when dis¬ 
cussing Sitting Bull. He re¬ 
layed that Sitting Bull was 
born in South Dakota in the 
early 1830s, and like most 
youth his age hunted buf¬ 
falo. Dixon said Sitting Bull 
became a great leader for his 
people. 

“I fought against the 
American soldiers,” Dixon 
said. “I was famous for de¬ 
fending the Indian way of 
life.”

Sheriff: Teens 
confess to 
shooting cattle 

PINEVILLE, Ky. (AP) A 
south-eastern Kentucky 
sheriff says two teenagers 
charged with shooting sev¬ 
eral cows told him they com¬ 
mitted the acts because they 
were bored. 

Bell County Sheriff Bruce 
Bennett told WYMT-TV that 
the juveniles confessed to 
shooting 24 cows over a 
three-day period last month. 
The livestock belonged to 
four local farmers. 

He said the boys con¬ 
fessed during questioning 
and described how they rode 
out into the farm pastures on 
an all-terrain vehicle. 

“One of the brothers 
would operate the four- 
wheeler and the other would 
ride on the back and shoot 
the animals,” said Bennett. 

Bennett says the teens 
face two felony charges and 
several misdemeanors. 

“When I asked point blank 
why would you do such a 
horrendous act, these are 
big gentle animals, harmed 
nobody, and they said we just 
didn’t have anything else to 
do that day,” said Sheriff 
Bennett. 

Tips from the community 
led to the arrests after the 
farmers put up a $1,500 re¬ 
ward for information.
